By the advice of Mr. Pohl- 
man, they all remained upon the vessel until 
daylight, for the weather was thick and hazy, 
when a attempted to get a rope on shore 
by one of the men, who was a good swim- 
mer, bet owing to the high and strong waves 
aed the breakers on the beach, they could 
mot succeed. As sown as t was light the 
wreck was discovered by some Chinamea 
om shore. They gave the alarm, and it was 
not long befiwe there were hundreds col- 
lected on the beach 

The vessel was fast going to pieces and 
filling with water. Some tthe Chinamea, 
to the number of twelve or more, swam from 
the shore to the wreck, and commenced pil- 
fering whatever they could lay their hands 
upon. In thw dreadful situation, the waves 
breaking over the vessel, the cabin having 
filled wah water, and the trunks and boses 
having @oated out, the hatches being wasbed 
open aod the decks cleared of everythiog 
Mr. Pobiman told the Chinese, with the con- 
sent of the captain, that they could have 
everything. The only thing they, the crew, 
wished for, was to preserve their lives. In 
this situation they remained wntil the captain 
judged ut to be low tide, which was about 
12 M., whea they lowered the boat (in do 
ing which it was clightly siove,) and the cap- 
tan, first and second mates, Mr. Poblmaa, 
and about a dozen of the crew, who said 





| they could not swim, got ito it; leaving all 


who could swim, except the gunner and stew- 
ard, upon the wreck. When the boat shoved 
off from the vessel, the captain ordered those 
left behind to jump toto the water and swim 
ashore. They did jump into the weter, bet 
instead of swimming to the shore, they 
caught hold of the sides of the boat im such 
numbers as to swamp ber, and she immedi- 
ately went down. (fall that were in her, 
Capt. Anderson, the second mate, the gua- 
ner aud the sieward, were the only ones who 
succeeded wm getting to shore All the rest 
were drowned. The crew consisted of 37. 
Twelve were drowned aud twenty-five were 
saved. Six of the crew were Chinamen; 
three of these were drowned 

As soon as the boat sunk, and they were 
al! thrown into the water, Mr. Hutchinson, 
the Ist mate, caught hold of the gunner, who 
was a good swimmer. The gunner disen- 


, gaged himself, and turned round to look al- 


ter Mr. H. when be saw him sinking. At 
the same momemt he saw Mr. Pobiman, with 
bis hands above thé surface. This was the 
last that was seen of Mr. Pohiman. 


Everything in the vessel was lost. The 


| Chmese waded up to their waists in water 


to meet those who were struggling to get on 
shore. As soon as they could lay their 
hands upon them, they st:ipped them of their 
clothing; ia domg which they murdered 
Capt. Anderson, by holding his head under 
water entil he was drowned. Fhore who 
reacted the shore alive had to make their 
escape without clothes, and so travel to Cup- 
chee, a village about 12 of 15 miles distant 
from the wreck, where the people were kind 
enough to give them a few ragsto cover 
themselves with, and something to eat. 

From this village they traveled on by slow 
stages as well as they could, subsisting upon 
the charity of the Chinese Mandarins in the 
different villages through which they passed, 
watil they reached Canwo on the Sth of Jan- 
wary. On one occasion they were all lock- 
ed up im a jail during the night without any 
food he mext morning the Mandarin re- 
leased them, and gave them each forty cash 
(about three cents) and sent them on their 


wey. 

‘The motive for Capt. Anderson's murder 
was doubtless that be bad more and beiier 
clothing on than any of bis crew. It is al- 
together lskely that hed Mr. Pohiman suc- 
ceeded in getting ashore, the cupidity of the 
Chinese, and their anxiety and baste to pos- 
sess his clothing, would have led them to lay 
violent hands upon him also. Mr. Thomson, 
the 2d mate, from whom those particulars 
were obtained, and who was in the boat with 
Mr. Pohiman, says that be was quite calm 
and self possessed. was for 
any event. Death to him was but the en- 
trance into life. 

The Chinamen, in contending for the 
property of the wreck, killed each other to 
the number of fifty or sixty.
